it. 
The ballot should not be marked im any other manner.

spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its 
stead, bat not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time is 
allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist 
the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth and may be used 
to copy from. 
The ballot must not ba shown so that any person can see how 
it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it should be folded so

tioning his sincerity in the 'm atter. 
B ut the cham pion came out of both 
fights as good as w hen he entered 
them , and is to-day physically a b etter 
m an th an he ever was at any stage of 
his career. 
A t the same tim e C orbett can not be 
upheld in the stand which he has 
taken. 
He has not only placed the 
burden of h u nting up a club on Jack ­ 
son and his m anager, b u t he has aliso 
notified them th a t they m ust give him 
three m onths’ notice of th e battle. 
Corbett is a g reat fighter, but, once 
outside the ropes of the ring, 
he dis­ 
plays about as much common sense as 
an infant. 
Every sporting m an know s 
w h at a “bad break” is, b u t C orbett 
should know' the m eaning of the term 
b etter th an anybody on earth, for he 
has made more of them. 
Once in the 
ring, he m akes few m istakes, b u t o ut­ 
side of it 
he does little else. 
The 
cham pionship gives him some rights, 
one of the m ost im portant of w hich is 
the privilege of nam ing the battle 
ground. 
This being so, it follows th a t 
either he or his m anagers should do 
th e dickering w ith the 
clubs. The 
question of w here the b attle w ill be 
fought rests w ith him any way, and 
upon him should devolve the duty of 
selecting

club. 
Jackson 
and 
Davies may agree to fight before any 
one of a dozen clubs, b u t C orbett is 
the final arbiter.

w hich would alm ost assuredly be real­ 
ized if the m ill were decided on this 
side of the wrater. 
The civic authorities in m any parts 
of the country have tak en a very 
proper step in deciding to prohibit 
am ateur as well as professional box­ 
ing. 
If the sp o it m ust be regarded as 
an evil—and it is so regarded by some 
people who consider them selves very 
good and u pright—then th a t p art of it 
w hich is less frau g h t w ith dangerous 
results should be perm itted or the 
w hole game wriped out. 
The series of 
accidents, fatal and otherw ise, w hich 
have attended contests betw een am a­ 
teu rs during the couple of m onths ju st 
passed conveys a lesson which may be 
read even by those who run aud w hich 
should teach civic authorities gener­ 
ally a plain tru th . 
The plainest of all 
tru th s in the pugilistic w orld is th a t 
the professional w hen he engages in a 
contest is a physically b etter secured 
m an and b etter able to defend him self 
against an accident th an an am ateur. 
The la tte r invariably goes into the 
ring alm ost w holly 
unfit to fight 
and a sudden 
shock or blow on 
a 
w eak 
spot 
does 
him 
serious 
injury, or, perhaps, hurries him into 
the n ex t w orld, w here there is neither 
gloves nor ring. 
Only recently a H ar­ 
vard stu d en t sustained injuries which 
resulted in his death; m ore recently a 
m an nam ed Sullivan, a co n testan t in 
an am ateur to u rn am en t a t Chicago, 
received such a pounding th a t his life 
was despaired of, and an am ateur in 
another w estern tow n suffered severe 
injuries. 
The records of the profes­ 
sional ring for a sim ilar tim e disclose 
no such results, for th e very good rea­ 
son th a t the professional fighter is, in 
a m ajority of cases, fit to fight for his 
life w hen he enters the ring. 
Of the 
two forms of boxing the professional 
has the better rig h t to public recogni­ 
tion. 
The professional is 
fitted to 
fight and is, as a rule, capable of dem ­ 
onstrating the fine points of the act. 
With a few exceptions, the am ateur is 
only fit to punch am i be punched, and 
w hen he is not in condition to stand 
punishm ent. 
The. professionals may 
give an en tertainm ent th a t is both in­ 
structive and delightfuL 
The am a­ 
teurs can not do either.

wrinkle. 
To do this it is better to pin 
one edge of the bias m aterial along the 
straight edge of the cutting board. 
The 
points of the pins can be easily stuck 
into the wood sufficiently to hold it firm­ 
ly. 
Then measure the width you intend 
to cut the strips at either end of the 
board, and stick another pin into the 
wood at these points. Then, with a yard­ 
stick, chalk a line with French chalk 
from one pin to the other. Take the pins 
from the m aterial and cut the strip at 
the chalk line, repeating the process of 
pinning the m aterial to the board for the 
next strip. 
For a fold of ordinary size, which is 
five-eighths of an inch wide when finish­ 
ed, the strips should be cut an inch and 
a half wide. 
Fold one edge over a little 
less than half an inch on the wrong side, 
as at b. Fig. I; baste it with accuracy, 
then fold over the outer edge, Fig. 2, at 
a, so that the edge will not quite meet 
the edge of b. There should be about an 
eighth of an inch space between them. 
Baste this carefull)7. 
Fold b over onto a. Slip a thin, narrow 
whalebone through a, bend it slightly 
over the forefinger, and blindstitch I) to 
a, running the sewing as near as possible 
to the outer edge of the whalebone w ith­ 
out running it off. 
Slide the whalebone 
along as the work progresses. 
Tile whalebone will prevent the needle 
from going through to the other side of 
the fold, thus spoiling the symmetry of 
the work, and it is not necessary to use 
the care which is needed when there is no 
whalebone.
